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THE NEW TARIFF BILL 


People are so concerned over immediate orders, or 


whether the mill is to close or how soon it will open or 
whether the job can be obtained or retained, that little 
attention'is given to the Tariff Bill, which passed the 
House of Congress on July 21st. • 


At ''the same time it is probable that after this Bill 


becomes a law. it- will occasion such an increase in the 
price of certain commodities as to surprise and disap- 
point many people. It is not likely to go into effect for 
some time. But the increase- is so marked in some lines. 
over the provision of the Underwood Tariff Law. as to 
cause considerable opposition from many. 


It-is undertood. almost without the stating, that" 


producers, whether, they be manufacturers or farmers. 
whose chief products have received protection under the 
ne\\ bill are firm-believers in its efficacy. 
For example 


the new bill places a tariff of thirty-five cents per bushel 
on wheat, and naturally it is expected that the enactment 
of the. Bill "will enhance the price of wheat. In fact 
even'before the.bill is passed, wheat is likely to take a 
leap, if it is"known it will pass.. 


Crude fuel oil has no protection under the bill- In- 


dependent oil concerns in the southwest, .particularly in 
Oklahoma' and Texas, have been clamoring for a tariff. 
The Standard Oil Company which owns much oil land in 
Mexico producing unlimited amounts of oil from almost 
*innunierable wells, wliich theyxare able to ship on their 
own lines to" the states', has been anxious to keep oil on the 
free list. The Standard Oil Company has won thus far. 
Tt is predicted that this bill will spell the ruin of many. 
if not most of the independents. Of course in that case. 
the Standard will buy their properties up cheaply. In 
A lew of the fact that cheap crude oil does not necessarily 
mean cheap refined oil, and certainly not in proportion 
to the cheapness of the crude oil it is a serious question 
as to whether this free oil is not aiding the Standard, at 
the expense of the Independents in the first instance, 
and at the expense of the rest of the people in the second 
instance. 


We believe the duty of six cents per dozen on eggs. 


and one dollar and sixty cents per one hundred pounds on 
bugar is certainly not in the interest of the great body of 
consumers, and we do not see just how it will help mat- 
ters industrially. 
More than this, we know that every 


tax is added to as it passes from hand to hand and the six 
cents is likely to be twelve by the time it reaches the 
table, and the one and six tenths cents pr pound for sug- 
ar is likely to add possibly four and one half cents per 
pounds, or nearly the total cost of sugar before the war. 


In looking over this extreme Tariff Bill, one cannot 


help noting there is no tariff on cotton. But why should 
there be. The cotton states did not elect the present ad- 
ministration, and does not control Congress. What claims 
have they to protection? Sugar would probably have 
been placed in the free list. also, if sugar producers had 
been confined to the southern states. It is a significant 
tact that rubber tires are protected under the Bill, though 
the rubber industry certainly did not request it or desire 
it as far as we know. 


There is a vast difference of opinion as to the ef- 


fect of the tariff bill upon industry. 
Those who in- 


sist that our main difficulty today is with our export 
trade feel that the imposition of a tariff bill may result in 
some retalitory legislation on the other side of the sea. 
This will not aid us whatever in the solution of our dif- 
ficulty. 


On the other hand it is predicted that, the necessity 


of increased protection in certain lines is so imperative 
as.to make the new bill a. boon. We are confident it will 
help temporarily at least and a start is important.
